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Dear Alumni, Patrons, and Friends: 


The Alumni Memorial Infirmary is now a reality. Through the 
generous efforts of many of you we were able to break ground on 
Saturday morning, May 4, 1974, just after the annual general meeting 
of the Alumni Association was adjourned. 


Construction actually began the end of May and was completed in 
October. 


As estimated, the total cost of construction is $50,000. Pledges 
from alumni, patrons and friends total $26,346.00 as of March Lg wPOTS:: 
Actual money received totals $15,018. The balance has been borrowed 
from The United Virginia Bank-National Valley at an interest rate 
of 9-1/4%. The sooner we can pay off the loan, of course, the less 
interest charges we shall have to pay. 


Here's a suggestion! 166 alumni, patrons and friends of the 1900 
on our mailing list have contributed and/or pledged $26,346. This is 
an average of $158.00 per contribution. Six contributions provided 
$1000 each; one has provided $1500; and one has provided $2000. Now, 
if each of the remaining persons on our mailing list were to provide 
$100 each, the structure would be paid for, free and clear, and your 
tax-free Alumni Association would have a substantial balance with which 
it could possibly use for such things as scholarship aid to needy 
cadets.
